Rank, or Condition ſoever, as ſhall deſtre to withdraw themſelves out of thoſe Countries, ſhall have, and from hence- 
forth they have, by vertue of theſe Preſents, full Leave, Licence and Permiſfion from His Majeſty to Tranſport them- 


ſelves, togethet with their Families, Eſtates, Goods and Merchandiſes into this His Majeſties Kingdom of Englard, in 


what Ships or Veſlels they ſhall think fic, withourc Seiſure, Confiſcation, Reſtraint, Trouble or Moleſtation whatſoever, 

IT, That all ſuch perſons being arrived in this His Majeſties Kingdom , ſhall be free in their Eſtates and Perſons, 
with liberty co ſettle themſelves and families where they pleaſe, and as they pleaſe, and ſhall have-and enjoy tull Liber- 
ty of Conſcience, as to matters of Religion and Worſhip, together with all and fingular the Priviledges, Immunities 
and Advantages, enjoyed by, or belonging to, His Majeſties Natural born Subjects of this His Kingdom ; and par- 
ticw/arly not to pay, or belyable to any Cuſtoms, Payments, or Duties whatſoever , other then are paid by His 
Majeſties Natural born Subje&s of this Kingdom, | | 

ITI. That for their greater ſecurity in this particular, His Majeſty will at the next Meeting of the Parliament 
Paſs a-Bill for the Naturalizing ſuch. Perſons , their Children and Servants, and that in the mean time they ſhall be 
immediately, and without delay made free Denizens of this His Kingdom of E»glazd, without their Charge or Trouble. 

I V. All fuch Ships, Boats, Buſſes, and Veſſels whatſoever, as do or ſhall belong tc any of the perſons ſo Tranſ(- 
porting themſelves as aforeſaid, ſhall be held and acounted as of Exe/;ſh Built, and ſhall have and enjoy the ſame and 
like Priviledges and Immunities in matters of Trade , Navigation and Cuſtoms, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as if they 
had been Built in Zxgland, and did auually belong to His Majeſties Natural born Subjects of this His Kingdom : And 
if any perſon or perſons ſhall hereafter bring over to His Majeſty any Ships of War belonging to the United Pro- 
vinces , every ſuch perſonor perſons ſhall forthwith have and receive to their own uſe one full moiety of the true yalue 
of ſuch Ships, their Tackle, Guns, Ammunition , and Proviſions, _ 

V. And for the greater encouragement of all ſuch Seamen, Mariners, Fiſhermen-, Shipwrights , Carpenters and 
other Artificers relating to Shipping or Sea- Aﬀairs , as ſhall defire to make uſe of this His Majeſties Gracious Favour 
and Compaſſion , His Majeſty is pleaſed further to add, and accordingly He doth hereby Declare and Promiſe , That 
all ſuch perſons , and every of them ſhall be and remain free and exempt from any Preſs, | 

VI, Andlaſtly, His Majeſty doth Declare, and Promiſe, That he will from time to time grant His free Paſsports 
and Sate Condudts under His Royal Sign Manual , for the Perſons, Families , Ships, Goods and Merchandiſes of all 
ſuch as ſhall thus defire to Tranſport: es and if it be found neceſlary , will appoint even Convoys to ſecure 
them and their Eſtates in their Paſſage, againſt whatſoever force, violence or moleſtation : Further Promiſing and 
Declaring, That in ſupply of the want of ſuch Paſsports, where the parties might not have the Conveniency of 


' Procuring them, His Majeſty will give efteQual Order , That whatſoever Ships or Goods ſhall at any time hereafter 


happen to be takenat Sea, being bound for any Port of this His Majeſties Kingdom, and ſhall truly belong to any 
perſon fo Tranſporting himſelfand his Eſtate into this His Majeſties Kingdom of Zngl/and, ſhall forthwith , and 
withour all delay be diſcharged from any ſuch Seizure or Detention, . and be immediatly reſtored to the Owners,
